INTRODUGTION. 


HILE the following Sheets were print- 
| ing off, a Book was publiſhed entitled 
Advice to the People in General, with Regard to 
their Heal*h, tranſlated from the French of Dr. 
Tifjot ; with Notes by Dr. Kirkpatrick. The 
Speciouſneſs of the Title, with the learned 
Names annexed to it, induced us to believe at 
firſt that our further Progreſs would be unneceſ- 
fary. For the unwearied Diligence of Dr. 
Tiſſot, his large Experience and ſound Judg- 
ment, and the Ingenuouſneſs of his Diſpoſition, 
are well known; nor can the Ability of his 
Editor be called in Queſtion. But upon a care- 
ful Peruſal and Examination of that Work, we 
found that it did not at all interfere with our De- 
ſign. It has made Proviſion only for acute Di- 
eaſes and ſudden Accidents; in ſuch a Manner 
indeed as muſt be extremely uſeful to young 
Practitioners and other intelligent Perſons; but 
1s not at all ſuited to the Capacities of common 
Families. Theſe comprehend nothing of the 
Theory of Phylic, are frightened at its Terms, 
and muſt be directed in the plaineſt Way, and 

ü at 
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at one View, how to proceed through the 
ſeveral Stages of a Diſorder. We have, for the 
Uſe of theſe, extended our Plan, have incloſed 
within our. Compaſs, , the whole dark Region. of 
Infirmity, thoſe Tracts only excepted, which 
are more peculiarly the Province of Surgery 
and Midwifery ; and have -ſtudiouſly avoided all 
Oſtentation of Language. For we aimed at, 
and therefore can claim, no Merit, beſides that 
of painful Collectors and careful Compilers, and 
are readily content to forego even that for the 
Service of the Community. And with Reſpect 
to acute Diſeaſes particularly, we conceive the 
Practice of the great Sydenbam to be founded 
| upon ſuch Principles as will always ſuſtain the 
E Weight, which he has built upon 
them. And indeed theſe are the ſame which 
Dr. Tifjot and all good Phyſicians have adopted 
from the Time of Hippocrates to this Day; nor 
is any one fit to be truſted with the Health of 
others, who pays not the moſt ſerious Regard 
to the Operations of Nature. While therefore 
we fincerely recommend the Treatiſe of this 
learned Phyſician to all thoſe for whom it is 
principally and profeſſedly calculated, that is, 
« to intelligent and charitable Perſons who live 
in the Country;” and while we pay all due 
Deference to the Labours of his ingenious An- 
notator and Editor, whoſe Obſervations have

The Symptoms are, a Shortneſs of Breath after the 
leaſt Exercite ; Palpitation of the Heart, with Flut- 
tering of the Limbs ; affected with Joy without a 
Cauſe, or greatly over-proportion'd to the Occaſion ; 
and occafionally with Sinkings of the Spirits; flying 
Pains in the Head, often violent but not. laſting; 
Sleepleſs Nights, with a wandering and violent Imagi- 
nation. Theſe are the ſlighteſt of its Symptoms; 
when confirm'd by Time and Neglect, or aggravated 
by outrageous Paſſions, or unfavourable Weather, 
Inconſtancy of Mind comes on, and a diſturb'd Ima- 
gination, vain Terrors and romantic Expectations ; 
Schemes violently adopted and idly dropped again; 
with all the Appearances of a frivolous and unſteady 
Train of Thinking. Theſe, in the extreme Degree of 
the Diſorder, encreaſe in Violence and each aſſumes 
the Name of a diſtinet Diſorder, which will be treat-

Common Hemlock ſmell much ſtronger, are more mi-

nutely divided, and of a deeper green colour. Afﬀ- 
terwards indeed the Plants are more eaſily diſtinguiſn- 
ed, as the Cow Weed flowers at the End of April and 
the Beginning f May; whereas the Common Hemlock 
does not flower till June, when the other is paſt. 
The flowering Stalk of the Cow Weed is alſo furrow- 
ed and ſomewhat downy ; but that of the Common 
Hemlock ſmooth, even, and always ſpotted. They 


alſo differ eſſentially in their Seeds. Thoſe of the 


Cow Weed are long, ſmooth, and black, when ripe; 
but thoſe of the Common Hemlock are ſmall; channel- 
led, and ſwelling towards their Middle. | 


There is another Plant, the Cicuta minor of Parkin- 


ſon, or Cicutaria tenuifolia of Ray, very like the Com- 


mon Hemlock, and moſt liable to be taken for it in 
Summer or Autumn. It is eaſily diſtinguiſhed, how- 
ever, as it is an annual Plant, and is produced and 
flowers late in the Seaſon, as 1t 1s of the Colour and 
Shape of Parſley, and its flowering Stalks have no 
purple or other Spots, nor has it the ſtrong Smell pe- 
culiar to the Common Hemlock. | 


There is yet a third Plant, Mr. Ray's Small Hems 
lock Chervil, with rough Seeds, which Caſpar Baubin 
denominates Myrrhis ſylveſtris ſeminibus aſperis, which 
frequently grows along with and is mixt with the 


Common Hemlock. This, like the Gow Weed, can on- 


ly be miſtaken for it in the Spring. But it may then 
be diſtinguiſhed, as its Leaves are more finely cut, of 
a paler Colour, are leſs ſtrong in Smell, and without 
Spots; as it flowers in April, and the Seeds are ripe 
before the Common Hemlock begins to flower, and 
theſe Seeds are cylindrical, rough, and terminated in 
an oblong Point. : Bk 
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The Leaves of the Common Hemlock are moſt fit for 
Medicinal Purpoſes, when collected in dry Weather, 
from the Middle of May to the Time that the flow- 

_ ering Stems begin to ſhoot; as by that Time the 
Plant will have felt the Effects of the warm Sun, 
have acquired an highly viroſe Smell, and the Stems 
of the Leaves are covered with purple Spots, an Ar- 


gument of the Exaltation of its Juices. | 


_ Accordingly, we find this Engliſh Hemlock effectual, 
by the London Chronicle of November 3, 1761, in the 
Caſe of Mr. Henry Mitchell, of New Inn. He was 
corpuient, with hard and painful Swellings of the 

Legs, which had ſeveral Ulcers, and the Tendons 
contracted from the Calf to the Heel. The Humour, 
which ran into his Shoes, was ſo ſharp that it brought 
other Ulcers, wherever it touched. In Bed the Itch- 

ing of his whole Body was intolerable. At length 
his Thighs, Arms, and Head were ſwelled and in- 
flamed. He was hot, dry, and his Spittle, from 
brackiſh, became ſalt. | <= 


Dr. Watſon ordered him to loſe 12 Ounces of | 
Blood, to take a cooling. Purge, to have his Legs | 
fomented Night and Morning with a Decoction of | 
Hemlock for Half an Hour, and to uſe a warm Poul- 
tice of the boiled Herb, beat up with Oatmeal and 
Eard, after each fomenting, from the Knees to the 
Ancles, to be changed twice a Day. He was to ab- 
ſtain from Animal Food for the preſent, to drink 
plentifully of Milk and Water, or any other diluting 
Liquor, and to repeat the Purge at Intervals.

You muſt not forbear to repeat the Bleeding, 
though a Looſeneſs ſhould happen; for thus the 
Looſeneſs will be ſoon ſtopped, without the Uſe of 
binding Medicines, | 


Clyſters may be wholly omitted or injected, at the 
greateſt Diſtances between the Bleedings, and ſuch as 
are only made of Milk and Sugar. 


The Patient muſt not be kept too hot, and there- 
fore ſhould abſtain from Bed ſome Hours every Day, 
according to his Strength. This Caution 1s of great 
Importance ; for it ſometimes happens, if the Sick be 
conſtantly confined to his Bed, that the Symptoms 
cannot be mitigated, either by repeated Bleedings,.or 


Immediately after the laſt Bleeding, or perhaps 
ſooner, all the Symptoms abate, and the Patient (who 
for ſome Days longer muſt abſtain from ſolid Mears 
and all Spirituous Liquors) gradually recovers his 
wonted Strength, when it will not be improper to give 
this gentle Purge, viz.

On the contrary, if the Perſon be weakened by 


large Evacuations, or be aged, I give Cordials even 


at the Beginning of the Fever. But on the twelfth 
Day of the Diſeaſe, Things then tending to Secre- 


tion, we may be freer in the Uſe of them. 


If the Fermentation goes on well, the Impurities 


of the Blood will be thrown off about the fourteenth 
Day. Therefore by uſing Clyſters, Purges, Bleeding 
or other Coolers about the Declination of the Diſeaſe, 


you leſſen the neceſſary Fermentation and continue 
the Diſorder much longer, or perhaps lay the Foun- 


dation of a new Fever, unleſs it happens to turn to 
an Ague. 


If now on the fifteenth Day there be a laudable 
Separation of Urine, and a plain Remiſſion of all the 
Symptoms, (but if otherwiſe, on the ſeventeenth 
Day, let him take a Doſe of the common purging 
Potion ordered in the Aſthma, which may afterwards 
be repeated once or twice.

yſic, I did nothing beſides Bleeding and Purging, 
(if they were indicated) but order them to keep their 
Beds all the Time of their Sickneſs, and to drink 
Oatmeal and Barley Broths, and the like; and that 
they ſhould drink moderately Small Beer warmed, to 
quench Thirſt; that they ſhould have a Clyſter of 
Milk and Sugar every Day, or every other Day, till

mon Potions againſt Worms, and Powder of Rhubarb, 


twice repeated, had been tried in vain. She was at 
length perfectly cured within five Days by the Uſe of 
the following Julep, 


Take of Roots of Sorrel, Graſs, and Succory, of 


each one Ounce; of the Leaves of Endive, Succory, 


Sorrel, Purſlane, and St. John's Wort, of each one 
Handful; of Scordium and Sea Wormwood, each 
Half a Handful; of the three Cordial Flowers, one 
Pugil, or the eighth Part of an Handful : Let theſe 
be boiled in two Quarts of Barley Water, (for the 
making of which ſee the Preſcription for a conſump- 


tive Habit) to a Pint: In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve 


four Ounces of Syrup of Lemons, and add a few 
Drops of Spirit of Vitriol, enough to give it a light 
Sharpneſs : Make a Julep, and divide it into four 
Doſes, one of which is to be taken Morning and 


Evening for two Days together. 


For the Eryſipelatous Fever.

The next Day let the common 
purging Potion, ordered for the Aſthma, be exhi- 
bited: If it works much, let the Patient take an 
Ounce (if a grown Perſon) of Diacodium in Cow- 
ſlip-Flower- Water, or any other ſmall Liquor. Then 


Take of the Roots of Maſhmallows and Lillies, 


each an Ounce; Leaves of Mallows, Elder, and 
baſe Mullein, Flowers of Cammomile and Mehlot, 
Tops of St. Fohn's Wort and leſſer Centaury, of 


each one Handful; Linſeed Fenugreek Seed, of 


each Half an Ounce: Boil them in a convenient Quan- 
tity of Water to three Pints : Strain out the Liquor, 
and, when you uſe it, add to every Pint two Oun- 
ces of Spirit of Wine. Dip Pieces of Woollen 


Cloth in this Decoction, and having ſqueezed them, 


apply them hot twice every Day. After Fomenta- 
tion, anoint the Part affected with the following 
Mixture, | 


Take Half a Pint of Spirit of Wine; Treacle of 


Andromachus, two Ounces; Powder of long Pep- 
per and Cloves, of each two Drams: Mix and dip 
in it Pieces of brown Paper to wrap about the Parts 
affected. 
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If the firſt Bleeding be not ſufficient, it muſt be 
repeated, and if it ſtill continues, yet once and again; 
always reſting a Day between. And on the Days 
between the Bleeding let a Clyſter of Milk, with 
Syrup of Violets, be injected. And let him drink 
of the following Julep, what Quantity he pleaſes, 
every Hour, | | 


Take of the Waters of Purſlane, of Water of Lil- 
lies. and of Lettuce, each four Ounces ; of Syrup 
of Lemon, one Ounce and a Half; of Syrup of 
Viclets, one Ounce : Mix and make a Julep. 


Let the Patient be dieted with Oatmeal and Bar- 
ley Bruths and roaſted Apples, drinking Small-Beer, 
and keeping from Bed ſome Hours every Day; 
which Regimen, with once Bleeding and Purging, 
if uſed in Time, moſt commonly does the Buſineſs. 


2. That Sort, where the Eruption reſembles the 
Stinging of Nettles, is cured the ſame Way, only 
the outward Medicines are not ſo neceſſary.

Take of Carduus Benedictus - Water, ſix Ounces; 


of Epidemic and Treacle-Water, each two Ounces; 
of Syrup of Clove Gilliflowers, one Ounce: Mix 
and make a Julep. 


Let the Patient drink every Morning in Bed Half 
a Pint of warm Poſſet-Drink, and ſweat an Hour 
after it, which he will be the more inclined to, if 
his Face be covered with the Sheet. 


This Courſe ended; if the Pimples till remain, 
let the Parts affected be anointed with the following 
Liniment, 


Take of the Ointment of ſharp-pointed Dock, 
two Ounces; of Pomatum, one Ounce; of F lower 
of Brimſtone, three Drams; of Oil of Rhodium, 
Half a Scruple : Make a Liniment. 


In this laſt Caſe the Uſe of Wine and Fleſh of ea- 
ſy Digeſtion muſt by all Means be allowed ; for they 
are neceſſary.

Take a Pound of Hartſhorn Shavings : Boil them 
in a large Quantity of Water for ſix Hours, then 
ſtrain out the Water, and dry the Hartſhorn by a 
ſlow Fire; rub it into a fine Powder, then put an 
equal Weight of the Hartſhorn and Antimony into

When Bleeding, Clyſters, Pultices with Muſ- 
tard-Seeds and all other Means have been tried to no 
Purpoſe ; when the Caſe has been deſperate and hard- 
ly any Hopes left, this Powder has been ſucceſsfully 
. Twenty Grains is a moderate Doſe for a Man; 


ometimes it is given to thirty. It is ſeldom repeat- 


ed above three or four Times, and never at leſs than 
ſix Hours Diſtance between each Doſe: The firſt or 


ſecond Doſe will often occaſion Sickneſs and a flight 
Vomiting : It will ſometimes purge, but more fre- 


quently produce a plentiful Sweat. This is not re- 


commended in Fevers attended with a Lowneſs of 
Spirits or Dejectedneſs. It has been given with moſt 
Succeſs in full Habits, in Lightheadedneſs, when the 


Tongue has been parched and black, the Pulſe high 


and the Heat great; but has been ſeldom tried, till 
all other Remedies have been found ineffectual.

From Dr. Boerbaave. 


This eminent Phyſician, in his Materia Medica, in 
Fevers and other Diſorders, highly extols the analeptic 
(reſtorative) Virtues of a Decoction of Bread (of 
which a Cupful may be often taken), which he or- 
ders to be prepared in the following Manner, | 


Take of Wheaten .Bread, ſufficiently fermented 
with the Bran, eight Ounces, and of pure Spring 
Water three Pints : Boil for an Hour in a new Ear- 
then Veſſel cloſe ſtopt. Then ſtrain it through a Sieve, 
and to each Pint of the ſtrained Decoction, add Half 


an Ounce of Citron Juice; diſtilled Cinnamon Wa- 


ter, two Drams; of Rheniſh Wine, four Ounces; 
and of Sugar, a Quantity ſufficient to render it pa- 
latable. Fames's Med. Dict. in Panis. 


For Agues. 
From Dr. Sydenham. 


Agues are diſtinguiſh'd into Quotidian, Tertian and 
Quartan. The Quotidian return every Day; the Ter- 
tian every other Day; and the Quartan every third 
Day, reckoning from the Beginning of one Fit to 
the Beginning of the next. Tho' the two laſt are 

often doubled, ſo that a Tertian invades daily; a 
Quartan two Days together, the third being free 
from the Fit, and ſometimes alſo it comes three Days 
together, when it is a triple Quartan, the Ague taking 
its Name from the Shape it firſt aſſumed, 

They 
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They are alſo Vernal or Autumnal ; thoſe that come 


between Spring and Fall being reducible to the near- 
eſt of the two Seaſons. | | 


Vernal Agues are almoſt all either Quotidian or 
Tertian; are ſeldom laſting, and always beneficial, 
unleſs protracted by unſeaſonable Bleeding and Purg- 
ing. I ever thought they were to be left to them- 
ſelves, without doing any Thing, becauſe I never knew 
any one deſtroyed by them. And indeed, rho' the 
Patient ſhould earneſtly deſire Aſſiſtance, great Care 


muſt be taken that the Bark be not given too ſoon 


and till the Diſeaſe has ſomewhat waſted itſelf; un- 
leſs the Weakneſs of the Patient ſhould abſolutely 
require it ſooner. And that, when it is given, it be 
repeated in ſuch ſhort Intervals of Time, that a good 
Habit of Body may be recovered and the Diſeaſe 
'wholly vanquiſhed. Let him therefore proceed thus. 


For Spring Agnus, Quotidian or Tertian. * 


Let this Vomit be firſt given, ſo that it may have 
done Working ſome Time before the Fit comes on; 


Take twenty-five Grains of Powder of Ipecacuanba 
in a Glaſs of White-Wine ; working it off with Cha- 
momile Tea. | 


It will ſtill be better if, after the Vomit is work'd 
off and juſt before the Fit comes, a moderate Doſe 
of Diacodium (three Quarters of an Ounce for a 
grown Perſon) or any other Anodyne be adminiſtered. 


When the Fit is entirely over, proceed to the Bark, 


Take of Peruvian Bark in fine Powder, one 
Ounce; and with a ſufficient Quantity of Syrup of 
Clove Gilliflowers, or of dried Roſes, make an 
49! Electuary, 


\ 
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Electuary, to be divided into twelve Doſes, of which 
one is to be taken every four Hours; waſhing it 
down with a Glaſs of any Sort of Wine. And 


obſerve, that if the Fit ſhould return, the Bark muſt 
be laid aſide, till it 1s over. 


If the Electuary ſhould happen to purge, pour 
ten Drops of Liquid Laudanum into a Glaſs of 
Wine after every other Doſe. 


To prevent Relapſes, the ſame Quantity of Bark 
ſhould be taken in the ſame Manner, within the 
Fortnight; and ſo on, for three Times. 


But if Pills be more agreeable, then make an 


Ounce of the Powder of Bark into Pills of a mo- 


derate Size, with a ſufficient Quantity of Syrup of 
Clove Gilliflowers, taking ſix every four Hours. 


Or if Liquor be till more grateful, put an Ounce 
of the Powder of Bark into a Quart of Rheniſh 
Wine. Let them ſtand together in a cold Infuſion, 
and drink three Ounces of the clear Liquor every 
four Hours. And remember that which Way ſoever 
the Bark be taken, it muſt be once a 
Fortnight for three Times, 


There is another Method of curing theſe Tertians 
in poor People, who are not able to. bear the Charge 
of a long Proceſs ; 


Take of Virginian Snake-Weed finely powdered, 
one Scruple; of White Wine, three Ounces : Min- 
gle them: Let the Sick take it two Hours before 
the Fit, and being well covered with Cloaths, let

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him ſweat three or four Hours, and let it be repeat- | 
ed twice when the Fit approaches, 


For the ſame. 
From Zacutus Luſitanus. 


Take Flowers of Chamomile three Pugils; Tops 
of Roman Wormwood two Pugils. Boil all in three 
Pints of Water to a Pint and a Half. Add to the 

Strainings four Ounces of Loaf Sugar. Let the 

Patient drink five or ſix Ounces every Morning.

The liquid Juice of Camomel is antiſcorbutic, 
reſiſts the Infection of the Plague, and, taken in- 


wardly to four or ſix Ounces, two Hours before the 
Fit of an Ague, Quotidian, Tertian, or Quartan, 


it commonly cures it at three or four Doſes: Beſides 


which, it cures an exquiſite Pleuriſy (more eſpecially 


if a little Salt of Blood be added to it.) This I have 


had Experience of in my own Perſon, and ſince that 
have cured ſeveral others by the ſame Medicament.

This Diſeaſe is of! the di fin or fuxed Kind. The 
introductory Symptoms are Chilneſs and Shivering, 
great Heat, violent Pains in the Head and Back, 
Reachings, a Propenſity to ſweat in grown Perſons 
(a Sign that the Pocks will not run together), a Pain 

in the hollow Part of the left Breaſt when preſſed 
with the Hand, Heavineſs to Sleep; and ſometimes 
Epileptic Fits (eſpecially in Children), which coming 
after the Breeding of Teeth is over, you may fore- 
tell that the Small-Pox is at hand; inſomuch that, 
if the Epileptic Fit happens over Night, the Pocks 
will ſhew themſelves next Morning, and will be for 

the moſt Part of a mild Sort.

On the fourth Day inclufively from the firſt Sick- 
neſs, and ſometimes later, but ſeldom ſooner, the 
Eruption begins and the Symptoms go off or greatly 
abate. . Obſerve carefully that the longer it is before 
it comes out, the leſs is the Danger. It is not there- 
fore to be forced out by keeping the Patient hot or 
giving him Cordials; which Practice tends evidently 


to his Deſtruction. Boerhaave always endeavoured 
to 
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to reſtrain a too ſudden Eruption. He even ventur- 
ed to attempt the Cure by preventing a Suppuration 
of the Puſtles. Vet either he was not able to bring 
this to bear; or the Diſeaſe is impoſſible to be ſubdu- 
ed without Suppuration. Yet this Advantage accru- 
ed, that, by endeavouring to prevent the Eruption, 

the Fever was ſo far abated, that it came later, the 
Puſtles were fewer, the Suppuration kinder, and 
the Diſeaſe leſs dangerous. ea 


At firſt reddiſh Puſtles appear, ſcattered over the 
Face, Neck, Breaſt, and the wiole Body: A Pain 
in the Jaws follows, which encreaſes as the Pocks 
riſe higher. Theſe Puſtles are ſmall, watry, hard, 
rather to be felt than ſeen; grow larger, riſe ſharper 
and ſpread at the Bottom; yet make ſo little Progreſs 
for two or three Days, that you would think they 
could ſcarce come to any Thing. On the fourth 
Day from their firſt Appearance, they begin to look 
white and are much larger, but often depreſſed, and 
flattiſn at the Top. They grow now {till larger, 
whiter and very much inflamed at the Bottom. The 
Skin around them is florid, like a red Roſe Leaf. 
The Matter now ſeems perfect Pus, but white and 
thin, and this in ſix Days from the firſt Appearance. 


The Matter now grows gradually thicker and 
yellower in the Middle of the Puſtle. The Inter- 
vals between the Pimples are very red and ſwoln, and 
affected with a ſtretching Pain; the Eyelids ſwell, 


and, like blown Bladders, cover the Eyes. The 


Hands ſwell next, the Fingers are diſtended : The 
Pox in the Face grow rough (this is the firſt Sign of 
Maturation) and yellow as any Honeycomb; while 
thoſe in the Hands and the Body grow whiter: and 

| 8 leſs 
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leſs rough. The Inflammation is now at the Heiglit 
and the Matter thickens into a yellow Scab. This 


takes up: about three Days 1 more, 


The ſecondary Fever begins with the Maturation, 
riſes gradually, and accompanies the ſeveral Stages of 
the Puſtles. When any of the Eruptions begin to 
dry, the Small-Pox begins to turn. The Turn con- 
tinues two, three, or four Days. The Height is a- 
bout a Day and a Half after the Beginning of the 
Turn, and the Fever is then at the higheſt Pitch. 
So that the 'Turn of the Diſorder in general cannot 
be fixed to one certain Day. 


On the eleventh Day the Swelling and Inflamma- 
tion abate, and the Pocks begin to wither and fall 
off, On the fourteenth or fifteeth they periſh entire- 
ly; thoſe on the Hands excepted, which are more 
obſtinate, and being ſtill white and freſh, continue 
a Day or two longer and then break. While thoſe . 
on the Face and Body ſcale off and leave Pits behind 
them. 


This is the difinf Kind; and, during the whole 
Courſe of it, the Belly is either quite bound up, or 
very rarely performs its Office. 


The greateſt Part, of thoſe to whom this Kind 
proves mortal, die on the eighth Day. For when 
Sweating 15 promoted with Cordials or a hot Regimen, 
upon that Day the Face, which ſhould be ſwoln and 
inflamed in the Spaces between the Pimples, on the 
contrary appears flaccid and whitiſh, while in the 
mean Time the Pimples themſelves are red and high, 


and even continue ſo after Death: The Sweat, which 
had 
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had hitherto flowed abundantly, ſaddenly Aifappears; 
the Patient is light-headed, vehemently ſick and 
anxious, toſſes his Body, makes Water little and' of- 
ten, and within a few Hours expires. O37 


In the Pe? Kind the Symptoms are the fame; 
but more violent; only there is not the ſame Ten- 
dency to Sweating; A Looſeneſs ſometimes comes 
before the Eruption, eſpecially in Children, but in 
Adults a Pryaliſmus or Spitting is more common. 
The Patient is generally delirious, convulſed, hoarſe, 
with Difficulty of Breathing, Fixture of the Eyes and 
Reſtleſſneſs. Nor do the Symptoms abate after the 
Eruption, as in the other Kind; but continue many 
Days after. On the third Day, or ſooner, (but ſeldom 
later) they break out, and the ſooner they appear the 
more they run together. vet the Eruption in this 
Confluent Kind may happen to be kept back by the 
Violence of ſome Symptom, as àa Pain in the Loins. 

ide, or Limbs, reſembling the Stone, Pleuriſy or 
eee or in the Stomach, with vehement 

ckneſs and Reaching. The Puſtles, during the 
Progreſs of the Diſeaſe, do not riſe to any conſiderable 
Height, but, being mixed together in the Face like 
red Bliſters, cover the whole Countenance, which 
ſwells ſooner than in the diſtinct Kind. Afterwards 
they appear like a, white Skin glued to the Face and 
are not much higher than the Surface of it. After 
the eighth Day the white Film grows daily rougher 
by Degrees and of a brown Colour; the Pain in the 
Skin is more intenſe, till at laſt the Scales fall off, which, 
in ſo cruel a Diſeaſe, happens not till after the twen- 
tieth Day. The nearer the ripening Puſtles approach 
to a duſkiſh Colour, the more dangerous they are, 
and the more ſlowly they diſappear, - But the yellower 
| 1 they 
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they are, the leſs they run together and the ſooner 


they vaniſh. After the Film is fallen off, there ap- 
ears no Roughneſs in the Countenance, but it is 
immediately overſpread with mealy Scales of a cor- 
roſive Nature, which leave Pits behind them and 
frequently Scars. Sometimes the Skin of the Shoul- 
ders and Back comes off. The Danger of the Diſ- 
eaſe 15 to be eſtimated by the Number of the Puſtles 
in the Face alone. Thoſe upon the Hands and Feet 
are largeſt, and the higher you aſcend from the Ex- 
tremities of the Limbs, the ſmaller and narrower 
they grow.

The Day on which 1s the moſt Danger in the leaſt 
crude and moſt common Sort of the Confluent Small- 


pox is the eleventh from the firſt Attack; in the more 
crude the fourteenth; in the moſt crude the ſeven- 
teenth.

The Cure of the diſtin Kind. 


FRA firſt Care regards the Government of the Pa- 
tient. Let him not be confined to his Bed till: the 
ſixth Day, reckoning from his firſt Sickneſs; but let 
him, uſe gentle Exerciſe within Doors, and canſult 
his Repoſe of Mind as much as may be. At firſt the 
Diet muſt be cooling, diluting, ſubacid. To this 
End Oatmeal, Barley-Gruel, Mik Pottage, preſerved 
Fruits, as Figs, Damaſcens, Plumbs, and Tamarinds, 
boiled with his Food, Small-Beer ſharpened with O- 
range or Lemon Juice, Apples boiled in Milk and 
turned to Whey, Emulſions made with Barley-Water 
and Almonds, Rheniſh Wine plentifully diluted with 
Water, are neceſſary. There ought to be a proper 
Supply of pure and cool Air, and the Body ſhould 
by no Means be kept warmer than in the natural See 


On the firſt Day of Sickneſs take away nine or ten 
Ounces of Blood, and repeat it upon the third Day. 
Dr. Mead adviſes Bleeding even to Children, which 
may be done by Leaches applied to the Temples and 
behind the Ears; and in moſt young Subjects either 
of the Jugulars may be opened without any Incon- 
venience. The Weakneſs can ſeldom be ſo great as 
not to allow ſome. Loſs of Blood; and even in the 
Eruption, when the vaſt Number of ſmall Puſtles 
forbode a Diſeaſe of the worſt Kind, the Face of Af- 
fairs has been ſo remarkably changed upon one or

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two Bleedings, that the Puſtles have encreaſed in 
Size and diminiſhed in Number. -

Stomach and ſuperior. Inteſtines. The ſecond are 
called Long Worms, or Tape Worms, being of a 
broad Figure, like a Bandage, and from two, to ten, 
twenty, and even forty, Feet in length. They poſſeſs 
the whole Tract of the Inteſtines. The third are the 
Aſcarides, ſmall and ſlender, which lodge in the large 
Inteſtines, eſpecially the Rectum and near the Anus. 


Symptoms are, Childrens ſtarting in their Sleep; 
and being frighted when waked out of it, and Itch- 
ing of the Noſtrils; fetid Breath; Thirſt; a Diſcharge 


of the Spittle; white Eyes, and a pale e 


with intermediate Flyſhings ; Coldneſs of the Extre- 


mities; a turbid Urine; Ah coloured Excrement; 
an hard inflated Belly; ſometimes a voracious, at 
other Times a languid Appetite, &c. But as theſe 
Signs are common to other Diſeaſes, fo there can be 
no Criterion better than the Worms themſelves, for 
it is abſolutely neceſſary, before the Uſe of . 
cines, that you be ſure there are Worms. 


Amongſt Worm Remedies are generally reckoneck 


Acids; as the Juice of Citrons, Oranges, Lemons- 


Currants, Barberries. Pomegranates, Phlegm and Spi- 
rit of Vitriol, Cream of Tartar, tart Rheniſh Wine, 
and L Vinegar. All theſe may be commodiouſly exhi-

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bited in hot and feveriſh Caſes, as they correct the 
Heat, reſiſt Putrefaction, and avert the dangerous 
Malignity of the Symptoms. 

Amongſt other Worm W are Bitters; as 
Wormwood, leſſer Centaury, Scordium, Marſh Tre- 
foil, Rue; "allo Bitters of a purgative Quality, as 
Aloes, Rhubarb, Coloquintida, and the Troches of 
Alandhal prepared of it. Alſo oleous Subſtances, 
as Olive Oil, Rape Oil, Oil of ſweet Almonds, &c. 
Though theſe laſt are chiefly uſeful as Preparatives, 
that afterwards more acrid and purgative Medicines 
may be exhibited with greater Safety. 


Saline Subllances are alſo greatly celebrated, parti- 
cularly the Salts of Glauber, Epſom, &c. which uſed 
for a conſiderable Time, produce an excellent Effect, 
eſpecially in the Long or Tape Worms. The poor 

People on the Sea-Coaſt for the ſame Purpoſe drink 
Sea-Water; while the rich make Broth of freſh Oy- 
ſters, with the Addition of Lemon Juice and Pep-

Care at all Times to prevent a Looſeneſs, which 
would carry off the Medicines ; and if this does. 
happen, it will be proper to encreaſe the Quantity 
of the Powder, which is aſtringent, or leſſen that of 


the Decoction, which is laxative, or take ſome other 
ſuitable Means by the Advice of Phyſicians, 


During the Uſe of theſe Medicines, the Perſon. 
ought to abſtain from ſalt Meats, Red Wines, and 
Milk, drink few Liquids, and uſe little Exerciſe, 
that ſo the Urine may be more ſtrongly impregnated 


with the Medicines and the longer retained in the 
Bladder. 


If the Stomach will not bear the Decoction, a 
ſixch Part of the Ball made into Pills muſt be taken 
after every Doſe of the Powder. 


When the Perſon is aged, of a weak Conſtitution, 
or much reduced by Loſs of Appetite, or Pain, the 
Powder muſt have a greater Proportion of the cal- 
cined Snails than according to the foregoing Direction; 
and this Proportion may be encreaſed ſuitable to the 
Nature of .the Caſe, till THO be equal Parts of the

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two Ingredients. The e alſo of both Pow-

der and Decoction may be leſſened for the ſame Rea- 
ſons. But as ſoon as the Perſon can bear it, he ſhould 


take them in the above Proportion and Quantities. 


Inſtead of the Herbs and Roots above-mentioned, 
I have. ſometimes uſed others, as Mallows, Marſh- 
Mallows, Yarrow both red and white, Dandelion, 
Water-Creſſes, nad Horſe-Radiſh Root; but do not 


know of any material Difference. 


This is my Manner of giving the Powder and De- 


coction. As to the Pills, their chief Uſe is in Fits of 
the Gravel, attended with Pain in che Back and Vo- 


miting, and in Suppreſſion of Urine from a Stoppage 
in the Ureters. In theſe Caſes, the Perſon is to take 
five Pills every Hour, Day and Night, when awake, 
till the Complaints be removed. They will alſo pre- 
vent the Formation of Gravel, and Gravel- Stones, in 
Conſtitutious ſubject to breed them, if ten or fifteen 
be taken every Day. Thus far the Receipt. | 


It ſeems here confeſſed that the Decoction is offen- 
five to the Stomach; but Proviſion 1s made againſt 
that in the Receipt, and Dr. D*ZEſcherney ſays, they 
are now adminiſtered in a ſolid Form, without ſo 
much Herbs and Water, and are ſo introduced into 
the Blood more gradually and flowly, being taken in 
a ſmaller Quantity at a Time and waſhed down with 


ſoft Malt Liquors very little hopped. The Urine 


thus remains longer in the Body, and the Medicines 
conſequently -have more Time to work upon the 
Stone. |

When a Perſon has been cured of the Stone or 
Gravel, he ſhould take Half an Ounce of the Medi- 
cines in one Doſe, going to Bed, or juſt after Supper, 
once a Week. This Quantity has been commonly 
ſufficient -to prevent a Relapſe. Sometimes, where 
the Conſtitution is very apt to breed Gravel, it has 
been repeated two or three Times a Week ; and ſome 
few haye been obliged to take it every Night. If by 
neglecting this they begin to feel Pain tending that 
Way, the ſafeſt Method is to take the full nancy re- 
gularly again, till all Symptoms ceaſe and the Urine 
becomes clear, which generally happens very ſoon. 
Some have taken none ſince they were cured; and 
have found no Inconveniency. But certainly it is beſt 
to take a few Pills often, as directed above, eſpecial- 
'Y for thoſe who are advanced in Years, 


If Malt Liquors agree not with the W „ 


muſt try Red or White Wine; ſoft Water, pure, 
or with a little Rum or Brandy, Cyder, or Whey; 
for in ſome Conſtitutions, one ſort of Liquor will diſ- 
ſolve the Pills in the Stomach better than another: 
But generally Small Beer and Ale has been uſed. 


If the Appetite is not good, or the Sramaeh is 
greatly weakened by Fits of the Stone, a few of the 
Pills may be taken at a Time to keep the Patient ealy, 
and prevent the Encreaſe of his Complaint. This 
may recover the Appetite and FRO him to take 
them by and by in the full Quantity. For tho? he 
cannot get cured without ined e preſcribed Weight 
4 yet he is not to deſpair and neglect the Means 
offered.

Between a Sarcoeele and Hydrocele the Difficulty of 
' diſtinguiſhing, which has miſguided many experienced 


Surgeons) this is the principal Difference, that the 
Hydrocele often, grows to a prodigious Size, and ap- 
pears (which is the moſt infallible Sign) like a Blad- 
der diſtended with Water. But the Sarcoccle is very 
hard and ſeldom of any extraordinary Bulk. 


This Diſorder is rather troubleſome than dangerous. 

Young Men are ſooner freed from it than old. When 
it is attended with a Droply, that muſt be removed 
firſt. . Sometimes the ſame Perſon has a Dropſy, a 
Sarcocele, and Hydrocele' at-the ſame Time, 


Externally, Compreſſes, dipt in Wine or Spirit of

nel, Cummin, Marjoram, and the like, have been 
boiled, being laid warm on the Swelling ſeveral Times 
a Day, are of great Service: Nor 1s it amiſs to add,

I the more readily re- 
commend this, as -I have frequently ſeen the good 
Effects of it. Meanwhile we do not deſpiſe the hold- 


ing Spirit of Wine in the Mouth, and at the ſame

For an Enteracele, or Rupture of the Inteſtines into the

This Gentleman's celebrated Method of curing the 
Diſeaſe before us, was purchaſed by the King of France 
for the good of the Public. It is done by Spirit of Salt 
mixed with red Wine, in a Quantity ſuitable to the 
Age of the Patient; and thus drank for ſeven Morn- 
ings, faſting, the Patient remaining for four or ſix 
Hours afterwards without taking either Victuals or 
Drink: But if it ſnould not happen to agree with the 
Stomach, then it may be taken only every other Day. 
For a Child from two Years to fix, the Dole is three 
or four Drops in a Spoonful or two of red Wine. 
From fix Years old to ten, let a Dram of the Spirit be 
mixed with a Pint of Wine; for feven Doſes. It is 
to be continued, if neceſſary, for a Fortnight longer, 
in the ſame Manner. From ten to fourteen Years, 

X23 the 
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the Quantity of the Spirit may be ener to two 


Drams. From fourteen to Eighteen, to two Drams 
and a Half: And after Eighteen, to five Drams. 
During four Months after this Courſe is begun, a 
Steel Truſs muſt be worn Night and Day, exactly fit- 
ted to the Rupture. The Patient ought never to ſit 
down, but either to ſtand, or lie; and neither run, 
ride, or go in a Coach; taking great Care to com- 
mit no Error in Diet. Under the Truſs the followin 
Plaiſter muſt be applied to the Part, being firſt ſhav- 
ed: 


Take of Maſtich, Half an CS Labdanum, 
three Drams; Hypocyftis, one Dram; three dried 
Cyprus Nuts; of ſealed Earth, one Dram; black 
Pitch, three Ounces: Venice Turpentine, one Dram; 
yellow Wax, one Ounce; dry Comfrey Root, Half 
an Ounce: Make into a Plaiſter. 


Another Method is that of one Little John, com- 
municated by Mr. Fo. Douglas, a celebrated Surgeon, 
in London; for the Diſcovery of which King Geerge I. 
gave Five Thouſand Pounds. Firſt he returned 
the Inteſtines into the Belly, then applied a corroſive 
Medicine above the Os Pubis, to the Place where the 
Inteſtines deſcended (and he recommends Oil of Vi- 
triol) in ſuch Plenty that it might ſoon penetrate the 
Skin; for the deeper the Eſchar, the more effeQual the 
Remedy : Therefore he orders it to be repeated for 
three or four Days, that the Skin may be the more corrod- 


ed; and, upon every freſn Application of the Oil of Vi- 


triol, he removed the old Eſchar, that it might pene- 


trate the better; then he dreſſed the Wound with a 


Plaiſter of Paracelſus and Oxycroceum mixed in equal 
Parts and ſpread upon Leather, and ſecured it with 
Compreſſes

Compreſſes and Bandages. This Plaiſter alone, he af- 
firms, is ſuſſicient to ſeparate the Eſchar, and cure 
the Ulcer. If there was any Excreſcence of ſpungy 
Fleſh, he ordered it to be eaten off with the Lapis 
Infernalis. The Patient muſt obſerve a ſpare Diet, 
and refrain from Exerciſc, till the Wound is cured. 
After which, he lays the Rupture Plaiſter on the Es- 
char, and applies a proper Bandage, which muſt be 
worn till the Eſchar is ſtrong enough to prevent a 
Relapſe.

The Cauſe is commonly an Ulceration of the Piles, 
or a Collection of Matter near the Right Inteſtines, 
ariſing from ſome Bruiſe, Stroke, Fall, Wound, In- 
flammation, Dyſentery, difficult Childbirth, the Vene- 
real Diſeaſe, hard Riding, and a thouſand other 
Things. 


Firſt of all, we earneſtly recommend him to the 
ſkilful Surgeon. But if ſuch an one cannot be had, 
or the Patient through Fear 1s determined againſt the 
neceſſary Operation, ſuch Medicines muſt be uſed as 
are proper to dry and cloſe up a Fiſtula, ſuch as, a 
Plaiſter prepared of Litharge of Silver, Vinegar and 
Oil; Galer's Plaiſter without Wax, the Plaiſter called 
Harmonia, the Plaiſter ex Salicibus, and the Plaiſter 
ex Loho. The following is a good Remedy for 
Chaps, Tubercles in the Part, and in the Begin- 
ning of a F iſtula. 


Burn Quinces to Aſhes and ſtrew them upon the 
Orifice of the Fiſtula; then apply Lint, and upon 
that a Plaiſter of Wine, or Oil, and bind it up: Dreſs 
it once in two Days.

They then took her 
out, dried her Body, put a new Flannel Waiſtcoat 
on under her Shift, and laid her in a warm Bed, 
where ſhe ſweated a conſiderable Time. She found 
Benefit the firſt Time; the bent Arm could be ſtretch- 
ed out and drawn to her Side. This was therefore 
often repeated, miſſing two Days between: Which 
with Broths, Whey, and other nouriſhing Food, with

of the compound Powder of Wake-Robin, fix 
Drams ; make an Electuary with a ſufficient Quantity 
of Syrup of Oranges: The Doſe is two Drams to be 
taken thrice a Day for a Month, drinking upon it 
three Ounces of the following Water :

The original Cauſe of the Gout is, a Defect of 
the natural Heat and Spirits ; which produces an In- 
digeſtion of the Humors. The immediate Cauſe is 
. the Heat and Efferveſcence of thoſe Humors, after 
the Putrefaction and Acrimony which they have ac- 
quired by long Continuance in the Body; occaſioned 
by the Indigeſtion above-mentioned. Theſe Cauſes 
differ ſo much, that the Medicines which do Service 
in the one, are pernicious in the other; whence the 
Diſeaſe is ſo difficult of Cure. The chief curative 
Intention, however, is to ſtrengthen the digettive 
Powers, by ſuch Medicines as are moderately heat- 
ing, bitter, or of a mild pungent Taſte, which agree 
well with the. Stomach, purify the Blood, and 
ſtrengthen the other Parts. Such. are the Roots of 
Angelica and Elecampane ; the Leaves of Worm= 
wood, leſſer Centaury, Germander, Groundpine, and 
the like: To which may be added the Antiſcorbutics, 
as Horſe Radiſh, Garden Scurvy Graſs and Water 
Creſſes. Theſe acrid pungent Herbs.however ſhould 
be uſed more ſparingly than the others which are mild. 
The following is the Form which I generally uſe, 


Take of the Roots of Angelica, ſweet Flag, Maſe 
terwort, Elecampane; the Leaves of Wormwood, 
leſſer Centaury, White Horehound; Germander, 
Groundpine, Scordium, common Calamint, Fever- 
few, wild Saxifrage, St. 7obn's Wort, Golden Rod, 
Thyme, Mint, Sage, Holy Thiſtle, Penny Royal, 
Southernwood, Flowers of Camomile, Tantey, L ly 
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of the Valley, Engliſh Saffron, Seeds of Treacle Muſ- 
dard, Garden Scurvy Graſs, - Carraway and Juniper 
| Berries, of each any given Quantity : Let the Herbs, 
Flowers and Roqts be gathered in their utmoſt Per- 
fection; dry them in Paper Bags till reducible to fine 
Powder. To fix Ounces of each well mixed together, 
add enough of clarified Honey and Canary to make 
the Whole into an Electuary, of which let the Pa- 
tient take two Drams, Morning and Night.

Care ſhould be taken to chuſe ſuch Simples as are 
moſt agreeable to the Patients Palate; becauſe it 
muſt be continued for the greateſt Part of his Lite.

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We ſhould inure ourſelves to theſe Medicines i in 
* Summer, and not neglect them till the Winter, 
leſt then ſo great a Quantity of Humots fhould be 
amaſſed, as may render it too late to have Recourle 
to them. Nor are they to be entered upon ſuperfia- 
cially, but to be perſiſted in daily wit Exactneſs. 
in the Intervals of the Gout, and at as gendes Dis- 
tance as may be from the next Fit. 


Moderation in Eating and Drinking muſt bs FU 
ſerved; the Extreme on either Side being prejudicial. 


Foods of eaſy Digeſtion are beſt. Eat only one Sort 
of Fleſh at a Meal : Other Things may be taſted, if 


not acrid, ſalted, or aromatic. And eat at Dinner 


only; inſtead of Supper drinking a large Draught of 
Small Beer, to cool and cleanſe the Kidneys and pre- 
vent the Stone. An entire Milk Diet will do more 
Service than all other Remedies; but it muſt not be 
entered upon, unleſs the Patient reſolves to perſiſt in 
it all his Life-Time. Such Liquors are belt, as are 
weaker than Wine and ſtronger than Water: Such is 
our London Small Beer, hopped or not ; neither Wine 
nor very cooling Liquors being proper, In other 
Places, let Wine be well diluted with Water. 


But when the whole Subſtance of the Body is 
in a Manner degenerated into the Gout, a total Ab- 


ſtitence from all fermented Liquors is neceſſary. A. 
Diet Drink ſhould then be uſed for common Drink.

ous. But we are not to imagine that Canary, or any 
other Cordial, can ſecure the Patient without Exers

But hither muſt we truſt to this Wine and ON 
ciſe when ſome ſudden violent Symptom comes on, 
by ſtriking in the Gouty Matter, and threatens Life. 
In this Cate, provided only the natural and vital Parts 
be affected, and not the Head, give twenty Drops of 
Laudanum in a ſmall Draught of Plague Water, 
and let the Patient compoſe himſelf i in Bed.

To, thers it is recommended, as ſoon. as the firſt 
Symptorns are perceived, to " 05 Half a, Dram of 


freſh-powdered Bark twice a Day in a Glaſs of Red 


Port, till the Symptoms diſappear, As almoſt e- 
very. Fit is attended with an obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, the 
Bark, for the firſt Day or two, will act as a Pur- 


gative, and take away this Complaint, particularly 
with thoſe of a lax Conſtitution. It ſpeedily brings on 
the Criſis f the Diſorder, which il be known by a 
thick Sediment in the Urine. This was made public 


in the London Chronicle of September 4, 1762. 


Dr. James obſerves, that the Gout often cauſes a 
Syncope or Fainting, eſpecially, after drinking cold 
and thin Liquors, or eating any Thing which the 
Stomach is not able to digeſt. In this Caſe the Pa- 
tient finds himſelf firſt ill all over, then grows pale, and 
breaks out into à cold Sweat. His Pulſe is 
weak, flow and unequal, and ſometimes intermits z 
at laſt he faints away and loſes all Senſe and Motion. 
Meantime, if there were any Signs of Gqut in the 
Extremities, they inſtantly retire; and the Patient 
dies, without immediate Aſſiſtance. The beſt Me- 
dicines are Cordials in very large Doſes, and a liquid 
Form, to be repeated often.

Take thick Parings of Turnips freſh cut. Hold 
them to the Fire till criſp. Apply them to the un- 
broken Tumors or Bliſters, hot as the Patient can 
well bear. Keep them on a convenient Time, and 
put new, if Need be, They will cauſe the peccant 
Humor to tranſpire and waſte without Breaking, Or, 


Take White Wine Vinegar, Half a Pint ; beaten 
Allum, two Ounces; double-refined Sugar, beaten 
ſmall, two Ounces ; Bole Armeniac, Half an Ounce:

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Bark in checking the Progreſs of Mortifications ; . 


which has likewiſe been confirmed by Mr. Serjeant 


Amyand, who has often uſed it, in the ſame Caſe, with 


the ſame Succeſs. And it appears that this Diſorder, 
even from an ill Habit of Body, may be cured, con- 
trary to the hitherto-received Opinion. 


The Caſe produced by Mr. Douglas 1s that of a 
Gentleman near fifty Years of Age ; the Back of whoſe 
Right Foot was mortified; his Pulſe quick, his Tongue 
dry. There was no Sign of any external Hurt. The 
Phyſician, Surgeon and Apothecary were unanimous 
that it muſt proceed from ſome internal Cauſe. The 
uſual Scarifications, Fomentations and Dreſſings were 
applied to no Purpoſe. Serjeant Dickins and Mr. Cheſ- 
elden were called in the next Day, and directed the 
ſame Applications, as before. The next Day, viz. 
April, 24, the Mortification did not ſpread. April 
25, the Fever was high, the Tongue dry, and the 
Mortification ſpread. He then ſcarified again and 
deeper. April 26, the Mortification was at a Stand. 
The 27th, the Mortification ſpread croſs the Toes to- 


wards the Ball of the Foot, which he ſcarified deeper - 


and dreſſed as before: The Fever grew higher. The 
28th, the actual Cautery was uſed, the Mortification get- 
ting Ground. The 29th, no Benefit from the Cautery. 
The 3oth, the Fever was high; the Tongue dry enough 
to grate a Nutmeg ; the Viſage wild; he had a great 
Drought ; was very reſtleſs ; the Mortification ſpread æs 
far as the Tendo Achillis; and the Patient complained 
of a Pain and Hardneſs in the Side of his Pelly. The 
Phyſician, the three Surgeons and the Apothecary all 
judged that the Amputation of the Limb could nor 


ſave him, and that he muſt die in 24 Hours. In this 


deplorable Condition Serjeant Dickins's Propolal of 
| | | the 
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the Bark was agreed to; Half a Dram was given, 


and repeated every four Hours. May 1, a ſurpriz- 


ing Alteration for the better with Regard to the Fe- 
ver, and other Symptoms; the Patient had a good 
Night's Reſt, and the Mortification made no Progreſs. 
May 2, a ſmall Diſcharge from, the Sore. The 2d,

M ortification effectually ſtopt. Twas obſerved upon 


giving the Bark but once in ſix Hours, there was a 
ſmall Return of the Fever with a worſe Digeſtion, 
which obliged him to give it every four Hours, as 
before; and continued in that Doſe 28 Days in all; 
and then every ſix Hours for 5 or 6 Days longer, 
tho' the Fever had quite left him all that Time. 


The whole Quantity taken amounted to Ten Oun- 


ces. May 5, his Pulſe was regular; the Digeſtion 
plentiful and laudable. The Muſcles and Tendons 
on the Sole of the Foot being all mortified, before 
the Bark was given, ſeparated in Proceſs of Time and 


fell off very kindly; leaving the Bones of the Toes, 


Metatarſus and Tarſus, bare and carious, which were 
afterwards cut of. About the Middle of November, the 


Ends of the Tibia and Fibula were almoſt covered with 
a firm Cicatrix; the Patient was well in all other Re- 

ſpects, able to walk about with a wooden Leg, and 
has continued from that Time in perfect Health. 


Mr. John Shepton, from Raſhworth, gives another In- 


ſtance of a Mortification in the Foot, which had ſpread 


to the Bones, from an internal Cauſe, with a - violent 
Fever and inordinate Pulſe, cured by the Bark. Only 
in this Caſe it was adminiſtered in the Remiſſion of 


the Fever. And of another from an external Cauſe, 
happily cured by the ſame Means. But in the laſt 


Caſe, the Fever was not violent, and. the Quantity of 
| | | Bark 
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Bark given was two Scruples every 4 Hours for two 
Days; for two os more, the ſame Doſe three 
Times a Day; and for the three following Days only 
twice a Day. So that within one Week two Ourices 
were given. For three Weeks from this Time all 
went on well; except that the Patient was troubled with 
a Rheumatic Gout, which uſed to afflict him in Win- 
ter. In the mean Time he had ho Fever and his Ap- 
petite was good. But on the 19th of December, his 
Stomach became weaker, and a Pain of the injured 
Part enſued with encreaſing bad Symptoms, and on 
the 4th Day after, there was a manifeſt Tendency to 
a Gangrene. Recourſe was therefore had to the Bark 
in the ſame Manner as at firſt; and within eight Hours, 
when he had ſcarce taken three Doſes, the good Effects 
were ſurprizingly viſible. With the following Doſe the 
Tumor ſunk and a laudable Pus flowed. For three 
Days after he took two Scruples at a Time twice a 
Day; and Half an Ounce a Week for ſix Weeks after. 

He had no Complaints after this, and in the 4th Month 
the Cure was compleated. The whole Succeſs of 
which is to be ſingly attributed to the Virtue of the 
Bark.

1. If the Body be cold or moiſt, very great Mo- 
deration in Meat and Drink is requiſite; the Diet 
. — PE ſhould 
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ſhould be moderately heating and drying, as Mutton, 
Kid, Rabbet, Pullet, Chicken, Partridge, Pheaſant, | 
Poultry and the like, and theſe roaſted; avoiding Wa- 
ter-Fowl, Fiſh, Herbs, Cheeſe, ſmoaked, ſeaſoned 
and dried Meats, and all groſs and phlegmatic Food. 
The Bread ſhould be Wheaten and well-baked; the 


Drink, medicated Ale or Beer, viz. 


Take Chips of Guiacum, Saſſafras, Walnut Tree 
Rind, Roots of ſharp- pointed Dock. Hound's Tongue, 
Filipendula and Fig Wort, each two Ounces; Herb 
Robert and Archangel, of each four Handfuls; 
Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned, a Pound; and live Mille- 
pedes, a Pint: Prepare all for four Gallons. 


Wine alſo is allowed, which will be improved by an 
Infuſion of Fig Wort Root. Water 1s utterly forbid-

In hot and dry Conſtitutions, tending to an hectie, 
a mailter Diet is allowed; their Meat being boiled, 
with Lettuce, Spinnage, Purſlain, Wood Sorrel, and 
the like. To ſome of theſe 'tis ſcarce permitted to 
eat any Fleſh; but rather a Milk Diet, or Aſs's Milk; 
tho' Milk will not always be found agreeable; in 
which Caſe medicated Broths are uſeful. Pork is for-

Mild and gentle Air is very helpful. Exerciſe 
ought to be enjoined.

Take of the Root of Pile wort, cleaned and bruiſed, 
_and Hog's Lard, each a Quantity at Diſcretion ; let 
them be pounded and boiled together, till the Roots 

become dry; repeat this Operation twice, till the Lard 
is well impregnated with the Roots: Thus you have 
an excellent Ointment. 


When the Glands diſcuſs not, but begin to' in- 


flame, a Suppuration will enſue. Promote this by the 
ſtronger emollient Suppuratives, as the Roots of 
White Lillies, Briony, Marſhmallows, Sow-Bread, 
wild Cucumbers; to which may be added fat Figs, 
and Pigeon's Dung; and, if the Progreſs be very flow, 
the Root of Pellitory of Spain, and the Seeds of Staveſ- 


acre and Muſtard, But Care mult be taken to have a 


perfect Concoction; for if they are opened while any 
Part of the Gland is hard, it will encreaſe and occaſi-

With regard to the Manner of opening them, 
when ſuppurated, Inciſion makes the leaſt Eſchar; 
but if the Struma be large, the Cauſtic gives a larger 
Opening with leſs Pain. Deterge and cleanſe with 
*Paracelſus's Mundificative, Precipitate and the Vitri- 
ol Stone. 


But in old and hard Nodes the Suppuration is ge- 
nearly imperfect. But if you dreſs them two or three 
Days with a Pledget of Baſilicon, you may qualify the 
Heat and moderate the Ulceration; and ſo by inter- 
changeably applying the diſcutient and the lenient 
Ointments, you may happily waſte the whole Gland.

I once lived where a Medicine was vended of fo 
much Reputation for Imbecilities of the Mother and 
Feerus, that few Women went through their Time 
without it. I thought it worth taking ſome Pains to

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Take Juice of Kermes ſtrained, Half an Ounce; 


Syrup of Gilly-Flowers and Raſpberries, of each two

Half a large Spoonful of this cordial Mixture, being 
mixed with four or five Spoonfuls of Wine, makes 
a pleaſant Cordial. | 


Dr. Fuller ſays, this Medicine deſerves the Name 
of Golden for its Virtues; that it invigorates the Mo- 


ther and Fœtus; procures an eaſy Labour; and 
makes the Child healthy and ſtrong, if a Spoonful is 


taken twice a Day for the laſt Month of Pregnancy. 


Reuſnerus gives a memorable Inſtance of a Woman, 


who, after having her Life ſeveral Times endangered 
by Abortion, at laſt, about the Middle of her Geſta- 
tion, began every Morning upon an empty Sto- 
mach, to eat a ſmall Piece of Bread ſoaked in Malm- 
ſey Wine; by which Means Abortion was happily 
prevented. 75 


Velſchius alſo informs us, that after a certain Wo- 


man had, notwithſtanding the moſt proper Medicines, 
ſuffered Abortion ſeven Times, he prevented the 
like Misfortune by Bread and Malmſey Wine, uſed 
as in the former Caſe. (Where Malmſey cannot be 


had, it is preſumed that good Malaga Sack, may an- 


ſwer the End.) 


And Hoffman judges that, in order to prevent 
Abortion, there is hardly any more efficacious Medi- 
cine, than toaſted Bread ſoaked in generous Wine, 
with an Addition of aromatic Subſtances, (as Cloves, 


Cinnamon, Nutmegs, &c.) applied to the Navel.

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As Pain is always the Forerunner of a Miſcarriage, 


gentle Opiates, mixt with Reſtringents, are admirably 
adapted to prevent an Encreaſe of the Symptoms and 
the Conſequences thereof. The following Form is re- 
commended by Boerhaave, TH 


Take Blood-Stone powdered, Armenian Bole, and 
Dragon's Blood, of each a Dram; Syrup of Myrtles, 
an Ounce; Solid Laudanum, three Grains; Plantain 
Water, ſix Ounces. Let the Patient take Half an 


- Ounce of this Mixture every Quarter of an Hour. 


© Bleeding is on all Hands recommended upon the 


very firſt Symptoms of a Miſcarriage; if no conſide- 


rable Evacuation, or Weakneſs render it improper; 


but where there is a Fulneſs of Blood it is abſolutely 
neceſſary. | 


Let the following Cautions however be well ob- 
ſerved. 1. Nothing reſtringent muſt be given, or 
applied, when an approaching Miſcarriage is ſo far 
advanced as to make the preventing it impoſſible, or 
improbable. 2. No Aftringents muſt be uſed, when 
there is Reaſon to belzeve the Fœtus dead. 3. Nor 


muſt Aſtringents be uſed, when a Tenſion and Stric- 


ture of the Uterus make it incapable of a ſufficient 
Dilatation, and thereby endanger a Miſcarriage. 


But no Precautions are ſo effectual, as thoſe taken 


betwixt a Miſcarriage and the next Impregnation. 


At leaſt Nineteen out of Twenty Miſcarriages, that 


- are habitual, are cauſed by a general Laxity of the 
Habit, or particular Relaxation of the Uterus. This 


is induced by uſing inſufficient Exerciſe, or none at 
all; by ſitting up late, and ſleeping long in a Morn- 
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ing, and by keeping themſelves always warm. Ano 
ther pernicious Cuſtom, contributing hereto, is the 
drinking of warm Liquors, This, in ſome mor- 
bid Caſes, may be neceſſary as a Medicine; but it is 
the utmoſt Imprudence to make it habitual in Health. 
For hence come Indigeſtion, low Spirits, Hyſterics, 
and Obſtructions of all Kinds, the Parents of Chro- 
nical Diſtempere. All theſe Effefts have been charged 
upon Tea: But warm Water, in the ſame Quantities, 
is capable of all theſe Miſchiefs, without any Tea. 
The Cauſes of this univerſal Laxity direct us to the 


Cure; which muſt be attempted as ſoon as the Wo- 


man is recovered of one 1 in order to pre. 
vent another, the next Time ſhe ſhall be with 
A | 


This therefore is to be obtained, by daily moderate 
Exerciſe; as walking in freſh Air, Geſtation in Wheel 
Carriages, or which is beſt of all by riding with a 
gentle Motion, as Frotting, on Horſeback, for two 
or three Hours: Next to theſe is Friction, or having 
the Body and Limbs well rubbed (yet beginning more 
gently and every Day encreaſing gradually) with

In all inflammatory Diſtempers whatſoever tis 4 
Kind of Sacrilege to omit it. On the other Side, 
to injoin it in a low, languid, depreſſed State, where 
the Spirits are exhauſted, and Nature unable to ſup- 
port the leaſt Evacuation, were to expoſe the Patient 
to the utmoſt Hazard. So that it ſhould be con- 
ſtantly directed (and repeated according to the Vio- 
lence and Duration of the Malady, in Pleuritic and 
Peripneumonic Diſorders, during the finſt few Days 
of thoſe painful Attacks. But when once Suppura- 
tion is begun, and the morbid Matter is only to be 
thrown off by Expectoration, BLzzpinNoG would on 
retard it, and mult therefore be avoided. 

In 
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In Apoplectical Diſorders, in the Dyſentery or Bloo- 
_ dy-Flux, and in irkſome Heat of the Bowels, the Pa- 
tient muſt bleed in Proportion to the Illneſs. This 
muſt alſo be generally done in the Beginning of Fe- 
vers; and muſt be as religiouſly abſtained from in 
the Decline. For in the Decline, from being inflam- 
matory, they frequently degenerate into the nervous 
Kind, when the Chief of the Affair is to be tranſact- 
ed by a liberal Application of Bliſters. 


In large Abſceſſes, where there is an exceſſive Tur- 

gency from the Flux of Humours, and a great Op- 
preſſion of Nature from immoderate Heat, Bleeding 
ought to be directed. For by drawing away ſome 
Blood, the Suppuration is more happily beer 
both in Point of Time, and in the compleat Diſ- 
charge of the morbific Matter. | 


Likewiſe in the Small-Pox (for which Obſervation 
the Public is obliged to Dr. Mead) Bleeding, and 
that repeated in ſome Caſes, may be ordered advan- 
tageouſly in plethoric or full Habits, at any Period 
of the Diſtemper. But in the Caſe of Children, who 
have Twitchings of the Nerves before the Eruption,
